1976 ANNUAL REPORT 13 


SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1976 was not much different from prior years for the Board of 
Selectmen. There were moments of frustration, self satisfaction etc. 


We started the year off with Paul Manning resigning effective Town 
Meeting Day. Joe Dorrington was elected to fill out Paul’s term. 


Ground work was done on the possibility of replacing the Melvin Mills 
Bridge. With the help of Wes Haynes (a summer resident) designs were 
made with an estimated cost of approximately $50,000.00 ($150,000.00 
less than the N. H. Dept. of Public Works and Highways quoted). A 
special Town Meeting was held and the voters agreed to have the bridge 
built. Work has not been completely finished due to the coming of winter. 


Warner has been mentioned in the newspaper frequently this year. Our 
tax rate being either the highest or one of the highest in the state was one 
reason and the other was police department problems. 


A study of the bridges by the N. H. Dept. of Public Works and Highways 
was completed just recently. Three bridges were classified as unsafe and 
recommended to be replaced immediately. All bridges were found to be in 
need of some repairs. Some of this work was done this fall. 


Re-evaluation has been a touchy subject as town meeting proved. We, 
the town, have now been ordered to be re-evaluated 1977 by the Dept. of 
Revenue Administration as a result of a petition being presented to them 
and research showing that there are inequities in the evaluation of prop- 
erties. 


A new road agent (Perley Nutter) was hired in May to fill the vacancy 
when Charlie Bean resigned. 


Work was done on the Colby Road but the amount appropriated at 
Town Meeting was far short of the amount necessary to upgrade the road 
to be able to keep it open year round. 


Budget meetings started in November (the earliest ever) and we have 
been meeting with the Budget Committee on a regular basis since then. 


Warner is fast losing its small town atmosphere. A number of years 
ago verbal agreements and a hand shake would consumate the close of a 
“deal.” Now things are more complex. The city, its ideas and problems are 
moving in. This office is requiring more time, more knowledge, more public 
relations, more decisions and more back ground. 


We, the board would like to thank everyone who has made our job 
easier or contributed time and energy for the benefit of the town. Reference 
is made to those that helped deliver town reports, study committee for the 
road agent, extra ballot clerks at election time, Hank Aplington for his road 
research, James McLaughlin for drawing up a Zoning Map which reflects 
current change.

As one can see from the statistics listed in this report, our Department 
had its busiest year for many years in 1976. We had six major structure 
fires during the year with three occurring during extreme cold weather, 
which was a real test of men and equipment. Our very special thanks go to 
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the many persons who aided and assisted us in the freezing temperatures. 
We had over 800 man hours on these six fires alone, which was about one- 
half of the time spent on all calls. 


The men of our Department spent many hours training throughout the 
year and attended various State sponsored schools. Captain Donald S. Hall 
was appointed Training Officer and Lieut. William R. Jewell, Asst. Train- 
ing Officer, with the responsibility of organizing training sessions and keep- 
ing proper records of each Firefighter’s attendance and instruction. We 
hope to have our own training grounds in the future, on land adjoining the 
new Waste Disposal Site off Joppa Road. This land is owned by the Warner 
Village Fire District and would make a good location for us to hold outside 
training sessions. 


The Department initiated a Fire Prevention & Investigation Program in 
1976 and Lieut. Edward F. Monaghan Sr. was appointed Fire Prevention 
Officer. Lieut. Monaghan attended five State of N. H. Fire Prevention & 
Investigation related courses, consisting of 112 hours of classroom instruc- 
tion. It is our inteniion to investigate all fires, no matter how small, for 
cause, so we may better serve the residents of Warner. Also the State Fire 
Marshals Office is so under-manned that it is sometimes days before an 
investigator will show up to help us. 


During the year Firefighter Earl G. Spurlock resigned from the Depart- 
ment and Alan S. Farrar was elected to fill the vacancy. Late in November, 
Alan moved to Springfield, N. H. to be closer to his work location and re- 


signed. Jere Henley has now been elected to bring our rooster back up to 
30 members. 


We purchased three FM high-frequency radios and placed them in oper- 
ation during the year which we are using as our prime communications 
system. The older AM system is still being used as a back-up although we 
are experiencing some splash over from CB radio as the frequencies are so 
close. Many Towns around us are either now FM or going in that direction 
in the near future so this will give us better coverage in all areas. We hope 
to expand the FM System to later include “Tone Alert” receivers for each 
Firefighter to notify them when there is an alarm. 


Our big project for the year has been building our Tank Truck. This 
vehicle is almost completed and should be ready for service in early 1977. 
There have been so many hours spent on this truck that we didn’t keep 
an account of time, but I would like to thank all the members who have 
donated so much of their time to this project. Captain Richard Cutting and 
Deputy Chief Irving George have been the “Chief Mechanics” on the job. 
The Department also acquired for use a used Military Type vehicle with a 
tank from the State Firest Fire Division. This vehicle is “All Wheel Drive” 
and should assist in providing a water suppply to remote sections of Town, 
either on building or forest fires. We also acquired a used Military Jeep 
for use in forest fire work. These vehicles are owned by the State and main- 
tained by us for our use as long as we wish to keep them. Neither unit has 
been placed in operation as yet, but hopefully will be ready by Spring. 


With 1976 being the year for celebrations, we were invited to attend 
eight parades in neighboring Towns to help them commemorate the Bi- 
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centennial. Engine One received a trophy at the Weare parade for the 
“Neatest Truck” and in Concord, our old Hand Tub Pumper won a trophy 
for being the “Oldest Non-Motorized Unit” in the parade. As usual we 
participated in the Fall Foliage Festival in October. 


We would like to thank the Warner Fire Auxiliary for their assistance 
during the year and all the Town and District Officials and Departments 
for their help and cooperation. Most of all, we want to thank all residents 
of Warner for their continued support and appreciation.

DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND FOREST WARDEN REPORT 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has recog- 
nized the fact that forest fire prevention and suppression is a joint state 
and town or city responsibility. Local authorities recommend names of 
persons to the State Forester, who appoints one person as town or city 


fire warden and several other persons as town or city deputy fire wardens 
to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside fires, 
when the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a written permit for 


kindling a fire. Permits are only issued at such times and in such places as 
the fire warden deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire organization in 
modern forest fire prevention and suppression tactics. The State also pro- 


vides backup personnel and equipment for suppression and prevention 
activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one of the 


smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States for the past 
20 years.

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COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM 


Kearsarge Valley Neighborhood Center 


Over the past three years, the Kearsarge Valley Community Action 
Program Center has been the focal point of social services delivery in 
this area. It has provided, through its staff and facilities, assistance to not 
only low income families but to the community as a whole. Programs such 
as the Summer Recreation Program, the Senior Congregate Meal Site, 
Meals-on-Wheels and child and adult clinics have aided groups from all 
segments of the population. 


After the completion of the renovation of the Warner Old Graded 
School, the Kearsarge Valley will have a multi-purpose community center, 
open to residents from the whole area. With this new facility, we hope to 
be able to expand our capacity to serve the needs of the people of this area. 


Funds for the operation of our area center come from two sources. One 
is the Community Services Administration, the federal umbrella agency 
for all Community Action programs throughout the county This year the 
Community Services Administration is contributing 42% of the total 
operating costs of our center. 


Funding also comes from local appropriations from the towns we serve. 
The share of our total operating budget for which we ask the towns to con- 
tribute is based upon the percentage of local resident participation in 
Community Action programs or services. We feel that this is the most 
equitable procedure for dividing the costs between the towns. 


The financial support is needed for the continued operation of the area 


center, rather than for specific programs, which receive their funding from 
various sources and granting agencies. 


By having a Community Action Program center located in the Kearsarge 
Valley we have been able to bring services which have heretofore been 
inaccessible to some residents of our area. Funding provides a base of 
operations for outreach services and a staff of social services workers, 


who implement existing programs and plan new projects, specially suited 
to each particular town. 


During this period of economic belt-tightening, we realize that any 
increase in budget appropriations is to be avoided, if at all possible. But 
those hardest hit by economic pressures are the senior citizens and low- 
income families and individuals; thus increasing the need for Community 
Action Program assistance and services. We have been expanding to meet 
the growing needs of the community. 


Much of our work would be impossible without your interest and sup- 


port in the past. It has been appreciated not only by us, but by the persons 
benefited by our services. 


I have enclosed a copy of our budget which reflects the minimum costs 
to maintain our center, as well as a mid-year report and a compilation of 
participants in our programs from Warner. 
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On behalf of the Kearsarge Valley Community Action Center, I am 
respectfully requesting that the following article be placed in the town 
warrant, and that a line item be put in the budget: 


To see if the Town of Warner will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,022.09 for the continuation of services to the town through 
the Kearsarge Valley Area Center of the Community Action Program, 
Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. 


I would also like to request a meeting with the Board of Selectmen and 
the Budget Committee to discuss our request, answer any questions you 
may have concerning it, or make any necessary changes in the budget.

REGIONAL PLANNIING COMMISSION 


At the end of 1976 and six years of operation, the Central New Hamp- 
shire Regional Planning Commission had completed several studies of a 
regional as well as a local assistance nature. 


During 1976 the Commission completed the following studies: an his- 
toric preservation report listing significant historic sites by community, a 
community facilities inventory for each community, a study outlining the 
impact of institutional tax exempt properties within each community. 
Currently the Commission is preparing a future land use study, a housing 


needs update study and an economic base study, all from a regional 
perspective. 


In August the Commission researched possible funding sources and 
programs for the Selectmen for use with the newly acquired computer 
capabilities of the Town. During the period of July through September 
the Commission provided technical services to the Town in developing a 
preliminary recreation plan for Riverside Park. 


During September and October of 1976 the Commission co-sponsored 
a series of seminars dealing with the legal aspects of planning.

The Commission hopes to be able to continue to serve the needs of its 
member communities in future years and greatly appreciates the past sup- 
port of its activities by the Town of Warner.

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WARNER WATER DEPARTMENT 


ANNUAL REPORT 

In June 1977 stricter Federal regulations for water quality will go into 
effect. It is hoped that the Warner Village Fire District will be granted 
exemptions from some of the completely unimportant requirements so that 
added water costs to the consumer will be avoided for some time to come. 

During the past year the Town had to suffer through many water shut 
downs caused by the construction of new sewer mains. Many thanks for 
the patience displayed by water consumers during this period. As you can 
imagine, many broken service lines were repaired at this time. 

Installed during the past year was about 200 feet of new 8 inch water 
main on Roslyn Avenue. In addition several new valves were installed in 
this area. A 2 inch main was run to serve sanitary and skating facilities at 
the Town park. 

To more adequately chlorinate the drinking water at a correct level a 
new automatic chlorinator was installed at the chlorination building. 

In order to keep down the large expense of thawing out frozen water 
service lines it is requested that those consumers whose water pipes are 


prone to freezing please keep their water running continuously during 
periods of cold weather. 


WARNER WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT 


ANNUAL REPORT 


In January 1977 a certificate of substantial completion of the Warner 
wastewater treatment facility was issued. 

This facility, which is located on Joppa Road near the covered bridge, 
cost approximately $1,200,000 of which about $1,000,000 was funded 
by the Federal Government and the State of New Hampshire. (These costs 
include mains and house services.) The remainder and all operating costs 
must be borne by the Warner Village Fire District. 


The plant is of the modified activated sludge type. It consists of a pump- 
ing station, an operations building, oxidation ditches, a clarifier, a chlorine 
tank, an aerobic digester, and sludge drying beds. 


Also included in this project was the construction of thousands of feet 
of new sewer mains and manholes, house service lines, and replacement of 
inadequate old sewer lines. Resurfacing entirely or partially many of the 
town streets was another feature of this project. 


The efficiency of this treatment plant will be such as to make the Warner 
River a “Class B” Water. That is, it will be acceptable for recreation, and 
for public water supply after adequate treatment. No disposal of untreated 
wastes into the river will be permitted. By early summer the plant will be 
operating at design efficiency and meet all Federal and State requirements. 


We would like to thank all the citizens of Warner for their patience and 


good humor in putting up with all the water shut-offs and other incon- 
veniences during the construction period.
